Robert Clay, of Chesterfield, Derbyshire, and later of 
Sheffield, Yorkshire, England, married, first, January 15, 
1 687-8, at Chesterfield, Hannah Slater, daughter of Jonathan 
and Hannah (Mower) Slater, of Chesterfield; bapt. March 5, 
1 66 1, at Chesterfield, Derbyshire; bur. January 3, 1688-9, same 
place; and, second, Joanna Rawson, daughter of John Rawson, 
of Walkley, near Sheffield, Co. York. 

By his second marriage he had many children, most of whom 
died young, and none of whom survived him or left any issue 
except one son, Joseph Clay, of Bridge House, whose daughter 
Ellen was the last of his descendants of the name of Clay in 
England. 

By his first marriage he had one child, Robert, baptized at 
Chesterfield December 9, 1688, who came to Philadelphia and 
married Ann Curtis, December 10, 17 10. 

I have been for several years engaged in the preparation of a 
genealogy of this family of Clay of Philadelphia, Pa., and 
Newcastle, Del., intended to include — 

1. The descendants of Robert Clay and Ann Curtis, bearing 

the name of Clay by birth or marriage. 

2. Portraits of all of the above of whom any likeness is 

known to exist. 

3. The ascendants of the wives of Clays. 

4. The descendants of female Clays who married. 

5. Biographical and descriptive sketches, letters, family 

papers, and a variety of miscellaneous data, illustrations, 
and information. 



It will take a good while to finish what I have planned, and 
I have therefore printed Part I, the genealogy alone, without 
narrative, description, or biography, for the use of the family, 
with the hope that it may lead them to take interest in the 
completion of the work, and to assist in it by furnishing 
information as to their respective branches, such as names and 
dates of births, marriages, and deaths; copies of entries in 
parish records or family Bibles, and of obituary and other 
notices. 

Part II is almost entirely completed, and I shall soon have a 
photographic negative of every Clay of this family of whom 
any likeness is known to exist, except one, Mrs. George Clay 
(36), of whose portrait the present owner would not allow a 
photograph to be taken. 

Part HI is well under way, as is also Part IV. 

Part V will take much work and considerable time to com- 
plete, and for this part I request the assistance mentioned above. 

I will be glad to correspond with any member of the family 
in any of its branches interested in the subject, and to receive 
corrections, additions, or suggestions.

ROBERT CLAY, of Bridge House, was an owner of large interests in lead 
and coal mines in Derbyshire and Yorkshire ; wealthy at the time of his 
eldest son's marriage; more so at his own death later, when, by his will, 
he cut off his grandchildren, Slater and Thomas Clay, with " five shillings 
apiece." 

i. ROBERT CLAY, Sea Captain. The voyage on which he was lost was to 
have been his last, his intention being upon his return from it to take his 
wife, who had been visiting at his father's and in Liverpool for two years, 
back to Philadelphia and go into business there. 

3. SLATER CLAY, Sea Captain when young; later lived in Newcastle, Dela-

D., 
Lafayette College, Pa. ; member of numerous American and foreign 
societies; author of a Japanese and English dictionary, Japanese grammar, 
&c, &c; lives at East Orange, N. J. 

37. Rev. JEHU CURTIS CLAY, D. D. Ordained, in 1813, assistant at Gloria 
Dei Church, Philadelphia; Rector of St. John's, Norristown, Pa.; went 
to Newberne, North Carolina; thence to Hagerstown, Maryland; then 
Rector, at once, of Perkiomen, Norristown, and Old Swede's (Christ) 
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Church, Upper Merion, Pa., until 1831; then Rector of Gloria Dei 
Church, Philadelphia, until his death in 1863. 

40. CHARLES H. CLAY, Country Merchant. 

43. JOSEPH ASHMEAD CLAY; graduate of the University of Pennsylvania, 
1822; admitted to the bar, September 3, 1827, and in the front rank of 
Philadelphia lawyers in Orphan's Court practice; member of numerous 
religious and secular societies; Academy of Natural Sciences, Academy of 
the Fine Arts, Sec. ; one of the founders and first president of the Social Art 
Club; one of the original Legal Club; with his brother, made what was, 
in its day, one of the most complete collections of minerals in the coun- 
try; unusually well informed in matters of travel and geography; an 
accomplished art critic and connoisseur; for years conducted religious 
services at the Episcopal Hospital, Philadelphia, as lay-reader, by 
authority of Bishop Alonzo Potter. 

45. JOHN RANDOLPH CLAY, Diplomat; named after John Randolph of 
Roanoke, his father's intimate friend, who was his godfather; after his 
father's death, lived with Mr. Randolph in Virginia, and was educated 
there; read law; went to St. Petersburg, Russia, with Minister Ran- 
dolph, as Secretary of Legation, in 1830; was Secretary of Legation at 
Vienna, Austria, in 1837; a g a * n m St. Petersburg in 1843; Minister to 
Peru for thirteen years from 1847; kft * ne diplomatic service in i860; 
drew up the articles of the first treaty of Commerce between Russia and 
the United States; had the Amazon River thrown open to commerce; 
• spoke six languages with fluency, and was one of the most accomplished 
diplomats ever in the service of the United States; a staunch Union man. 

48. ANTONY LAUSSAT, first husband of Ann Eliza Clay; graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania; Lawyer; admitted to trie Philadelphia bar, 
February 1, 1827; man of brilliant ability; author of a work on equity; 
his appointment as U. S. Attorney for Pennsylvania reached him during 
his last illness. His father was cousin and brother-in-law of Clement de 
Laussat, Prefect General of the French West India Colonies and commis- 
sioner for France at the cession of Louisiana. 

JOHN RICHTER JONES, second husband of Ann Eliza Clay, was grand- 
son of Rev. David Jones, Gen. Wayne's " fighting parson;" graduate of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 1821; Lawyer; Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas in Philadelphia, 1836 to 1847; moved to Sullivan Co., 
Penna., and lived at " Eaglesmere;" September 1 , 1861, was authorized to 
raise a regiment, and was Colonel of the 58th Penna. Volunteers; was a 
thorough soldier, and, when given opportunity, rendered brilliant 
service; when killed, was fighting, with less than 100 men of his own 
regiment, Gen. D. H. Hill with 3 brigades, a regiment of cavalry, and 
1 1 guns; a man of extensive and varied reading and information, and of 
extraordinary personal courage ahd endurance. 
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49. EDWARD WILLIAMS CLAY read law, and admitted to the bar March 
12, 1825; preferred art to law, and became noted as a caricaturist. 

67. WILLIAM POLLOCK, husband of Emily Clay; educated in Milton, Pa.; 
was in coal and lumber business in Pottsville; Notary Public; when Gen. 
Lee entered Pennsylvania, served for six weeks as Quartermaster of Col. 
Campbell's regiment, raised to defend the State. 

72. GEORGE BOLTON LOWNES CLAY studied medicine, and has for years 
lived and practised his profession at Moorestown, N. J. 

74. RICHARD EDEY CLAY, Merchant in Philadelphia; was for years of the 
firm of E. C. Knight & Co. ; retired from business some years ago. 

80. GEORGE HENRY CLAY, graduated at Burlington College, N. J., in 1850; 
admitted to the bar and practised law in Sunbury, Pa. 

83. FLETCHER CLAY, graduate of the Philadelphia High-School ; Civil Engi- 
neer; engaged in construction of Sunbury and Erie R.R.; moved to 
Erie; in August, 1862, was commissioned 1st Lieutenant, Co. A, 145th 
Penna. Vols., and was killed at the battle of Fredericksburg. 

85. ALFRED LAUSSAT CLAY; Philadelphia High-School; was Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Ridge Ave. Ry. Co. ; served in the Commonwealth 
Artillery, in the 3 months' service, 1861, and, for three years after that, 
as Hospital Steward, U. S. A.; has since been with the Fidelity Company 
of Philadelphia. 

88. CECIL CLAY, graduate of the University of Pennsylvania, 1859; read law 
with his father; September, 1861, was appointed 1st Lieut.; January 1, 
1862, commissioned Captain 58th Penna. Vols.; Major, September 30, 
1864; Lieut. -Colonel, November 19, 1864; Colonel, November 20, 1864; 
Brevetted Colonel and Brig. -General; medal of honor for distinguished 
bravery at the storming of Ft. Harrison, Va., Sept 29, 1864; left tne 
army January 24, 1866, and until 1880 was in lumber business in Virginia 
and West Virginia; in 1883 was appointed Chief Clerk of the Department 
of Justice at Washington and is still there; Colonel 2d Regiment, District 
of Columbia National Guard since 1887; Trustee of the Reform School, 
D. C. 

90. WILLIAM VAUX CLAY, served in the volunteers for two short terms; 

the last in 1863, and died from disease said to have been contracted in 
the service. 

91. RICHARD WELLS CLAY; University of Pennsylvania, class of 1867; left 

before graduating to enter the commission house of Coffin & Altemus; 
read law with his father; admitted to the bar June 28, 1873; has for 
years been President of the Solicitors' Loan and Trust Company, of Phil- 
adelphia. 
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93. EDWARD COOK CLAY; at Ury School, Fox Chase, Philadelphia, four 
years; University of Pennsylvania, class of '72, until end of sophomore 
year; entered importing house of Price, Parrish & Co., 1870; Pennsyl- 
vania R.R. Co., January, 1874; went to New York in 1881, and was 
with the Denver & Rio Grande and Mexico National Railroads; since 
1890 has been with the Newark Passenger Ry., and its successors; lives 
at Orange, N. J. 

95. HARRY GIBBS CLAY, graduate of the Law Department of the University, 
class of 1857; read law with his uncle; admitted to the bar, April io, 
1858; lives in Philadelphia, and practises his profession; summer resi- 
dence, Eaglesmere, Pa. 

98. ANTHONY ALEXANDER CLAY; educated at private schools; commis- 
sioned 1st Lieutenant 58th Pennsylvania Volunteers, January 1, 1862; 
served three years and returned to the regiment as Adjutant, September 
23, 1865; left the army January 24, 1866; lives at " Upland," Elk Co., 
Pennsylvania; spends his winters at Riverton, N. J.
